His life was spent en- 


tirely in Bedford, and to its welfare 
and the welfare of the county, were 
devoted his best energies and talents, 
and finally life itself. 


In character, too, he can be said to 


have been a true son of Bedford coun- 
ty. In him that v,hieh ia distinctive 
in the character of our people was 
shown in a true, pure, most admirable 
light. Modest and unassuming in all 
matters of a personal character, yet 
where he believed principle was at 
stake, or where the welfare of his 
friecds was concerned he was conra-! 
geous and unflinching. Fidelity to duty 
! 


was a marked trait; he had a high con- 
ception of what he owed his chosen 
lifework and to that he gave his all 
And when we recall that it was this 
very devotion that became the occa- 
sion of undermining his health it can 
be truly said he laid down life itself 
as the price of the good he y'fmnph^h- 
ed 


From the beginning of active life he 


was thrown into positions in which 
his pluck and good common sen^? 
stood him in good stead,and in these he 
always held the key to the situation. 
It was so when he bt-gan school teach- 
ing1 immediately after completing the 
course in the home school. His first 
position was the unfinished term of a 
school in the neighborlio d in vUiich 
trouble uas appivlu-ndei!; but •uhere a 
cool he<ul a uarm he.irt .md ,i gen al 
temper vvon the greatest vie ton' uhen 
he gained the confi ence and LittV-ction 
of the pup.ls. It «MS the sime after a 
short period of clerkship with Thoina-^ 
Beegle, he entered the po-^t office as a 
clerk,where his 'gentU-m inly qualities 
and affable temperament \\OTL him ,i 
host of friends and caused liira to be 
remembered as one of the most popu 
lar officials ti-at JJjJfurd has kuown." 
It was also tr e especially v.hen hi& 
life work uas piaced upon his should- 
ers a!td he entered the editorial rooms 
of Tnc G^ZbiTK. 
Uero his sterling 


qualities were recognised, and he be- 
came the tiuste ! assistant of Xicho'a> 
L. McGirr for a few years until that 
editor s deatli in 1?'J3. 


Tnereafter the \\hole charge of the 


paper devolved upon him, and for 
thirteen years the paper's history has 
been his own history. lie lived for it. 
he labored for it, and bore the burden 
of two men ashe cheerfully discharged 
the duties incumbent upon the posi- 
tion. A former pastor has testified. 
"Those \vho co not know him inti- 
mately and the character of his \\orh 
fora number of years past, do not real- 
ize •u hat lie has accomplished nor th 
power for good he has been in the com- 
munity, in conducting THE GA/STTJ-. 
in the clean, manly manner in which 
he did it. lie wa* the genius and the 
substance of that paper."

these years the policy and character of 
the paper was largely the expre>sion 
of his own personality. Again it was, 
modesty in matters personal, bat un 
flinching loyalty to principle, as he 
saw it, that marked his erery bU-p. 1 
there was anything that affected th< 
public welfare, it always fouud a warm 
champion in him.

profession and the highest efficiencj 
n secular life are not two but one. ant 
hat the latter flows from the former 
as its inspiring cause.

To this they replitd with three equivocal affidavits. 
One, 


the dealtr's, stating that ttie published statement of George H. 
Appleman * * * was untrue. Mr. Appleman never pub- 
lished any statement, hence the affidavit said nothing. 
Miller 


swore that he didn't order Mr. Henderson, etc. 
How could he? 


He wasn't the board. 
The cold fact remains that he got six 


tons of coal from the ends of the car, which Mr. Henderson 
says was "better than run-of-mine" while others who saw it 
say it was lump coal. 


Defaced a Bond. 


Harry Miller, who is being defended by the gang organs, was 


openly charged with defacing a $500 bond by cutting off the note 
that showed it to have been reissued. The bond is in the Commis- 
sioner's office and speaks for itself. 
Miller said then he did it be- 


cause tha auditors could not get their accounts to balance, but lie 
now says the auditors ordered him to do it. 
Auditors Pittinau and 


Hershberger declare no such ordeis were given, and the other will 
no doubt do likewise if seen. The papers have not attempted to ex- 
cuse this act. 


Over the Hills to the Poor House. 


A table was published in THE GAZETTE showing the enormous 


increase in expenditures at the almsliouse. With 71 inmates in 
1894 the total expenses was $10,000 and in 1904, with 83 inmates, 
it was $13,196.01. The salaries of poor directors in 1894 amounted 
to$2M, while in 1904 they received $829 68. These are facts that 
the official records show. The Inquirer replies that living expenses 
have increased. What has the increase in living expenses to do 
with salaries fixed ly law*. 


Reynolds' Fee. 


It was openly charged that Congressman John M. Reynolds had 


charged the county abjut $500 for legal work which consisted in ad- 
vising the commissioners to pay the assessed damages on the turn- 
pike after the bridge had burned. They have made no effort to jus- 
tify that deal. 


Almsbouse Appropriation. 


The charge made by the gang journals that Appleman caused 


the appropriation at the almsliouse to be increased for one j'ear is 
true in a sense. They had gotten au appropriation of $11,000 and 
were in debt $500. 
To 
wipe this out and get rid of the in- 


terest it bore, Mr. Appleman voted an appropriation of $11,500, but 
Smith voted for $12,000 and Baker for $13,000. These are the 
facts, the statement of \h& Inquirer \xi the contrary notwithstanding. 


The Cypher Bridge. 


Iu 1902 when S. S. Baker was a candidate for re-election for 


commissioner he promised faithfully to build the bridge and took 
the report from the office of the prothonotary aud had his colleagues 
concur in the report.

• pieman's plan was endorsed by Haderman. Heffner bid $500 to re- 
pair it. 
He was allowed to make another bid, but could not cope 


with James Rhodes to whom the contract was awarded. When the 
work was inspected the new work had cracked away from the old, 
and a few years may show the folly of "patching." 


Such is a brief review of charges and counter charges, and it is 


authentic.

While doing this 
some cue is getting the bicarbonate 
of sod.i and some clean rags or lint 
With water a cream paste of the soda 
Is made sufficient to plaster the wound 
well; then, putting some on a rag, it is 
applied to the wound and bound up 
If In the course of an hour or more 
the application seems to be drying, a 
little water is poured on the bandage 
to soak throrgh to tho soda or the 
hand dipped in water.—James Watson 
In Country Life In America.

THE WORD STAPLE. 


ow It Came to Be Applied to Ar- 


ticleH ot Commerce. 


The word "staple," applied as an ad- 


jective to distinguish certain articles 
of commerce, hud its origin in England 
in (he early part of the thirteenth cen- 
tury. 
The merchants of the staple 


were the first and most ancient and 
were so called from their exporting the 
staple wares of the kingdom—namely 
wool, leather, skms, lead and tin. The 
king's staple was established in certain 
towns, and certain goods could not be 
exported without being firs-i_brought to 
those towns and rated Aid charged 
with the duty payable to, the king. The 
grower of wool contented himself a1 
first with the sale of it at his own door 
or at the next town. Thence arose a 
class of men who bought it from him 
and became a medium between the 
grower and the foreign cloth mer 
chants. In 1319 the company had the 
legal form of a corporation and was 
the oldest mercantile corporation in 
England. Edward II. bad for the bet 
ter collecting of duty on wool ordaincf 
that the staple for it should be a cer 
tain town in the Netherlands, and Ant 
werp was fixed upon. It was after 
ward successively removed to St 
Omer's, Bruges, 
Brussels, Louvain 


Mecklin and Calais. In 1333 the staple 
was fixed at AYestruiusler, which caus 
ed so great a resort of traders tha 
from a village it was raised to the dig 
nlty of a town. IE 1378 it was remo\ ed 
to the place still mimed Staple inn, ii 
Holborn. Hence "staple goods" ar 
such as have beeu duly appraised am 
cave paid the regular customs duties. 


MILLET'S INFLUENCE.

Michael Angelo.

The Enterprise National Bank, oi 


Allegheny City, has been favored by 
the machine to a singular degree. As 
far back as 1000 it held one-tenth ol 
the treasury surplus and ihat ratio haa 
never been diminished, though accord- 
ing to exigencies it has been increased 
at intervals. Its balance, moreover, 
has been regulated by its necessities. 
For example, according to the state- 
ment of the state treasurer a 550,000 
cheek was drawn against the balance 
on the last day of Septsmber. It didn't 
suit the bank to give up that amount 
at that time and the cashier notified 
State Treasurer Mathues of the fact, 
whereupon he drew a check for the

000 o£ state money, general fund, oa de- 
posit in the institution. In 1903 this 
was Increased to $712,000, and in 1904 
to $767,000. At the time of the failure 
of the bank and suicide of the cashier 
the state deposit, including general and 
sinking fund, amounted to the prodig- 
ous total of $1.039,000. 


Business Men Curious About It. 


Naturally b:isinfss men are curious 


to know the influences which secured 
for that particular bank the favor of 
the machine In such profligate propor- 
tions. 
They can't understand how 


business men can bs hypnotized in that 
way. But a scrutiny of the records of 
the gang speculators and industrial 
operations makes the matter entirely 
clear. That is about the time that 
"Bull" Andrews and his associates in 
the New Mexican railroad enterprise

PLUMMER WANTONLY 


INSULTED THE BEE 


KEEPERS OF THE STATE 


Refused to Consider a Propisition to 


Fight a Fatal Disease 


Among Bees. 


The Pennsylvania State Bee Keepers' 


Association is nursing a grievance 
against J. Lee Plummer for unceremo- 
niously turning down their committee 
and a proposed measure of legislation 
providing for legal means of getting 
rid of destructice bee diseases in this 
state. 


Pennsylvania has 30,000 persons en- 


gaged in greater or lesser extent in the 
Industry of bee culture. 
These per- 


sons are scattered all over the state, 
but primarily in the northern counties. 
The value of the product of the hives 
of the state is variously estimated, but 
it is believed that $2,000,000 is a con- 
servative statement of the aggregate. 
The records of the association, less 
than two years old, is of a product of 
1,000,000 pounds, and only a few per- 
sons are enrolled in the organization, 
though in the matter of the legislation 
the committee represented the total 
number. 


For some years the bees have been 


suffering from the ravages of some in- 
sidious disease, not only in Pennsylva- 
nia, 
but in other states in which the 


industry receives attention. The nature 
o{ the malady has not yet been dis- 
covered, but it is malignant and fatal. 
In other states legislation was enacted 
to fight the disease, and the Pennsyl- 
vania association was formed with the 
view of inaugurating a similar defen- 
sive movement in this state. It hac. 
proved helpful elsewhere, and those 
concerned in the industry believed that 
good results would follow here. 


With this object in view, a bill was 


drafted at the instance of this state 
society and put into the hands of a 
prominent representative in the legis- 
lature during the last session, and a 
committee appointed to urge its pas- 
sage. The measure was referred first 
to the committee on Agriculture of the 
house, properly, but inasmuch aa It 
carried a small appropriation it was 
necessary to send it ultimately to the 
committee, of which J. Lee Plummmer 
was chairman, though the agricultural 
committee strongly recommended its 
passage. 


Mr.' Plummer constantly refused to 


give the state society's committee or 
representatives a hearing, and as they 
chanced to see him one day and asked 
for a hearing to explain the object of 
the bill he remarked with a vile oath, 
"What in the h— do you fellows want, 
anyway? 
It. is nothing but money, 


money, money." The members of the 
committee reminded him that If he did 
not want to talk about the expenditure 
of the state's money for the citizens 
he should not have accepted the chair- 
manship of the state committee. 


They thereupon decided that regard- 


less of politics they would not officially 
but individually for those who chose 
let their fellow bee keepers and other 
agriculturists in this state know of the 
vile and indolent manner in which 
they were received by one who now 
appeals to them for election to a high 
and important office in the state.

Brief Epitome of the Election Laws 


of Pennsylvania and Suggestions 


as to the Safe and Certain 


Methods of Voting. 


ALL THE POINTS OF THE LAW 


General election to be held on 


Tuesday, November 7, 1905. Polls to 
be opened at 7 o'clock A. M., and 
closed at 7 o'clock P. M. 


1—The election boards shall consist 


of 


a—A judge, and 
b—Two inspectors, to be elected an- 


nually. 


c—Overseers 
appointed by th» 


courts. 


d—Watchers appointed by the par- 


ties. 


2—Bach inspector shall appoint his 


own clerk, who must be a qualified vo- 
ter of the district. 


3—Vacancies shall be filled as fol- 


lows: 


Section 16, act July. 2,1839, P. L. 521. 
"In case the person who shall have 


received the second highest number of 
votes for inspector shall not attend on 
the day of any election, then the per- 
son who shall have received the sec- 
ond highest number of votes for judge 
at the next preceding election shall act 
as an inspector in his place; and in 
case the person who shall have received 
the highest number of votes for inspec- 
tor shall not attend, the person elected 


flcatlons,. shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections: 


a—He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


b—He shall have resided In the stats 


one year (or, if having been a quali- 
fied elector or native-born citizen of 
the state, he shall have removed there1 
from and returned, then six months) 
Immediately preceding the election. 


c—He shall lave resided in the elec- 


tion district where he shall offer to 
vots at least two months immediately 
preceding the election. A minor be- 
comes of age on the day prior to the 
twenty-first anniversary of his birth. 


d—If twenty-two years of age, or up- 


wards, he shall have paid, within two 
years, a state or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months-and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 


e—If the name of the vo';er hi not 


upon the registry list he cannot vote 
unless he .makes proof of his right to 
vote as heretofore required by law. 
The affidavits for this purpose must he 
fnrnished by the election officers and 
all affidavits signed and sworn to must 
be preserved. 


f—Challenges should be mads before 


the person offering to vote receives h!> 
ballot, but may be made at any time- 
before he oasts it 


E—Naturalization certificates must 


be produced to the hoard and are con- 
clusive if genuine. 


Manner of Voting. 


Besides the election officers and su- 


pervisors authorized by the laws of the 
United States, or overseers appointed 
by the courts of this commonwealth 
not more than FOUR voters In excess 
of the number of voting shelves or 
compartments shall he allowed inside 
of the enclosed space at one time and 
not more than TEN outside that space.

Qualifications of Voter. 


Every male citizen twenty-one years 


of age, possessing the following qnali- 


ballots. 


b—The officer will thereupon 
an- 


nounce the same in a distinct tone of 
voice. 


c—If the voter's najne is upon the 


ballot check list the inspector or clerk 
In charge of the said list will repeat the 
name. 


d—The voter will then enter tha 


space enclosed by the guard rail unless 
his right to vote be challenged. 


e—If his name is not upon the said 


list or if he is challenged by a quali- 
fied voter in bis district, he shall re- 
main outside the guard rail until his 
right to vote Is determined, but he may 
be challenged any time before the vota 
is cast. (It is recommended, however, 
that challenges be made before the 
voter enters the guard rail, or before 
he receives his ballot. His right to 
vote shall be established in the manner 
heretofore provided by law.) 


f—If his right to vote be established 


his name will be entered upon the vot- 
ing and check list. 


Inside of Guard Rail. 


' The voters having the right to vote 
will enter within the guard rail. 


a—The election officer having charge 


o£ the ballots shall detach one'from 
the stub and give it to the voter. 


b—The said officer shall first fold it 


so that the words printed upon the back 
and outside of the ballot shall be the 
only words visible, and it cannot be 
voted unless so folded. 


c—Only one ballot shall be given to 


a voter, unless he inadvertently spoils 
it, when he may obtain another upon 
returning the spoiled one. 


d—Upon his receiving the ballot, the 


check list shall be marked with the 
letter "B" against his name on the 
margin of the list by election officers, 


but no record of the number of tlie 1»1- 
lot shall be made on said list, and tlie 
voter 
shall 
forthwith, and without 


leaving the space enclosed by guard 
rail, retire to one of the voting shelves 
or compartments. 


c—Only official ballots can be voted, 


and any- ballot other than ,a sample 
ballot, appearing to have been ob- 
tained otherwise than provided by tie 
act, shall be sent by the judge of elec- 
tion to the district attorney lor his of- 
ficial action. 


Inside the Voting Compartment. 


The voter upon entering the voting 


compartment must: 


a—Draw the curtain or close the 


screen or door and prepare his ballot, 


b—To assist him In preparing his 


official ballot he may ma.rk a sample 
ballot befpre going to vote and take it 
with him into tha voting compartment 
to copy from in preparing his official 
ballot. He must vote the official ballot 
only. 


c—Cards of instruction will be post- 


ed in each voting compartment or shelf. 


d—No voter shall be allowed to oc- 


cupy a voting shelf or compartment 
already occupied by another, except 
when giving the help allowed in the 
preparation of his ticket, nor to re- 
main In such compartment more than 
three minutes. 


c—If any voter declares to the judge 


of election that he desires assistance 
in the preparation of his ballot, by 
reason of any disability, he shall be 
permitted by the judge of election to 
select a qualified voter of the election 
district to aid him, such preparation 
being made in the voting compartment 


f—A voter who shall, except as 


above stated, allow his ballot to be 
seen with an apparent Intention of let- 
ting It be known how he is about to 
vote, or shall cast or attempt to cast 
any other ballot than the official bal- 
lot, or shall falsely declare to a Judge 
of election that by reason of any dis- 
ability ha desires assistance in the 
preparation of his ballot, or shall wil- 
fully violate any provision of the act, 
shall be punished by fine or Impris- 
onment. 


g—No person within the election 


room shall electioneer or solicit votes, 
or shall interfere with' any voter 
when .inside said enclosed space, or 
when marking his ballot, or endeavor 
to induce any voter before depositing 
the ballot to show how he marks his 
ballot. 


h—Any person who shall disclose 


the contents of any ballot that has 
been marked by his help, or who, ex- 
cept when lawfully commanded by a 
return judge or a competent court, 
shall loosen, cut or unfasten the corner 
pasted down over the number on the 
ballot, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 


Preparation of Ballot. 


Upon entering the voting shelf or 


compartment and drawing the curtain, 
or shutting tha screen or door, he shall 
proceed to prepare his ballot. 


a—If

STRAIGHT PARTY TICKET, or, in 
other words, for every candidate of a 
political party, he can do so by placing 
a cross (X thus) in the square oppo- 
site the name of his party on the left 
hand side of the ticket. This single 
mark or cross will be equivalent to a 
cross mark against every name in the 
column and will be counted as one 
vote for each candidate named in that 
column. • 


b—1£ a voter desires otherwise he 


shall mark in the appropriate margin 
or place a cross (X) mark opposite 
the name of each, candidate of his 
choice for the office to be filled, accord- 
Ing to the number of persons to be 
voted for by him for each office; or 


c—If the voter adopts the plan of 


marking a cross to the right of the 
name of each candidate he should be 
careful not to miss a name, as a name 
not crossed would not be counted. 


Sample Ballot and How to Vote It 


To vote a straight party ticket, mark a cross (X) in the square opposite tlie name of the party of your choice 


in the first column. 


A cross mark in the square opposite the name of any candidate indicates a vote for that candidate.' 


The voter may insert in the blank space at the bottom of each group, the name of any person whose name is 


not printed on the ballot for whxim he desires to vote.

God Save the Commonwealth. 


lilHEBEAB, BY THE 10TH BBCTION OF 
•V an Act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, entitled 
"An Act to amend the 10th Section of' an 
Act entitled, 'An Act to regulate the nomi- 
nation and election of public officers, re- 
qniring certain expenses incident thereto 
to be paid by the several counties, and 
punishing certain offenses in regard to 
such election,' " approved the 28th day oJ 
June, A. D. 1895. it is provided as follows: 


SBCTIOS 10—It shall be the duty of the 


sheriff of every county, at least ten days 
before any general election to be held 
therein, except borough and township elec- 
tions to give notice ol the same by adver- 
tisements in .at least three newspapers, if 
there be so many published in the county, 
two of said newspapers representing so far 
as practicable the political party which at 
the preceding November election cast the 
largest number of votes and the other one 
of said newspapers representing so for as 
practicable the political party which at the 
preceding November election cast the next 
largest number of votes, and in addition 
thereto the sheriff of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general election 
to be -held in cities of the first, second and 
third classes, give notice of the same by 
proclamation posted up in the most^ con- 
spicuous places in every election district in 
said cities of the first, second and third 
class and in every such advertisement or 
proclamation, 


I. Enumerate the officers to be elected 


and give a list of all the nominations mad? 
as provided in this act and to be voted for 
in such county, and the full text of all 
constitutional amendments submitted to a 
vote of the people, but the proclamation 
posted in each election district need not 
contain the names of any candidates but 
those to be voted for in such district. 


H. Designate the place at which the 


election is to be held. 


III. He shall give notice that every 


person, excepting justices of the peace, 
who shall hold any office or appointment 
of nroflt or trust under the government 
of the United States, or of this State, or 
of any city or incorporated 
district, 


whether a commissioned ofllcer or other- 
wise, a subordinate ofnjer rr ngent who 
is or shall be employed under the Legi>- 
lative, BxEcutive or Judiciary Depart- 
ment of this state or of the United States, 
or of any city or incorporated district;
